THE FUTURE OF THE BOOK 

W HAT WOULD HAPPEN. ASKS 
Georges Duhamel. writing in a French 
literary magazine, if tome strange disease were to 
attack paper and reduce all our libraries to dust? 
The phenomenon is not at all improbable, he says, 
for at any moment some minute animal or vegetabls 
species may change its habits and start hi live on 
paper, as tiny termites can destroy a huge house. 

But the real danger to the book, the thing which 
really imperils its, use fulness, is man himself. Man 
it growing indifferent to the book. M. Duhamel 
fears. Not that the average man it less eager for 
knowledge than hit great grandfather—quite the con¬ 
trary. He gets his knowledge, however, in a dif¬ 
ferent and an eaaier fashion. More and more he it i 
getting hit information and his ideas from such devices 
at the radio and the movies, who give it to him sugar- 
coated, easy to take. 

It ia easy to take, but it it fsr from complete. It 
lacks entirely those 'qualities which Bacon was think¬ 
ing about when ha said that reading makelh n full 
man. However much a man may learn by listening 
to lectures and news flashes on the radio, or from 
looking at newt reds on the screen, these things can 
not be said to make him a full man. They make 
him rather n glib man, crammed with miscellaneous 
information, which it a different thing entirely from

Whan children era very little, par¬ 
ent* will certainly have to play head 
gardener, at least through tha "ex¬ 
pectancy*' period, besides doing moat 
of th« Initial digging and hoeing. 
After tba shoots are up, that la dif¬ 
ferent. 

But it is astonishing, really, bow 
i quickly youngsters of still tender age 
catch on to the never-ending mir- 
1 acle of seed and th# flower. If they 
lose Interest quickly It is because wa 
do not follow Vip first beginnings 
but allow their earlyj enthusiasms to 
die for want of stimulation.
